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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant maintains his argument that Nauck does 
not teach that endogeous levels of GLP-1 increase in response to inhibition of DPP-IV in a diabetic patient with sulfonylurea secondary 
failure, or that any increase in endogenous GLp-1 in such patients, if it did occur, would be effective in lowering plasma glucose levels. 
Thus there would have been obvious to combine Ahren and Nauck. The Examiner disagrees and reiterates his response to Applicant's 
arguments from the Final rejection mailed 07/03/2008, page 3, which are still applicable. The applicant further argues the advantages of 
the claimed methods. Applicant cites Amori et al. published in 2007, to show that a DPP-IV inhbitor does not produce greater risks of 
hypoglycemia, nausea and vomiting than GLP-1 analogues. The cited data from the article is not commensurate with the scope of 
Applicants' claims. Amori et al. is drawn to treating Type 2 diabetes, not treating diabetes with sulfonylurea secondary failure as claimed 
by Applicant. Examiner has considered Applicant's arguments but points out that, despite the advantages when treating Type 2 diabetes 
cited by Applicant, the methods of the Instant application are still considered obvious over Ahren In view of Nauck. 
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
